W ashington, A pril 
13th.—The 
House 
committee on the law respecting the election 
of President and Vice-President have agreed 
upon a bill to carry into effect the provisions 
of the Constitution respecting the election of 
President and V ice-President of the United 
States, and have directed the Chairman to 
report the bill favorably. 
The bill provides 
th at Electors shall be chosen on the Tuesday 
next after the first M onday of November in 
every fourth year, except in cases specified in 
sections 147 to 149 of the revised statutes ; 
th at the Electora shall vote on the third 
Tuesday of December following their ap­ 
pointm ent; th at between the day of choos­ 
ing Electors and the day they are to vote, 
the title to itfi.e of an Elector may be deter­ 
mined, which, if made by the highest judi­ 
cial tribunal of the State having jurisdiction, 
shall be conclusive ; th at Congress shall be in 
session on the stcm d W ednesday in January 
next after the meeting of the Electors, and 
count the votes ; the President of the Senate 
shall call for objections, which, if any, shall 
be made in writing, and shall state .'.early 
and concisely, with argument, the ground 
thereof, and shall be signed by at least one 
Senator and one member of the House of 
Representatives before the same shall be re­ 
ceived. 
In the event of a controversy in any 
State, as to the apportionm ent or eligibility 
of Electors, the decision thereof by its highest 
judicial tribunal having jurisdiction shall be 
conclusive, and the vote shall be counted in 
accordance therew ith, unless reversed by 
both houses ; th at if there bo more than one 
judicial decision the two uouses shall deter­ 
mine which shall be received; that where there 
has been a controversy in any State and no 
certified decision has been transm itted, or 
when two or more such certified decisions 
have been transm itted, the contested votes 
from such State shall not be counted, unless 
both houses concur therein ; and if there be 
several electoral certificates from any State, 
and no such judicial decision, the certificate 
held by both houses to be executed by proper 
authority shall be conclusive ; th at if the re­ 
sult is net reached before the fifth calendar 
day after the first meeting of the two houses, 
no farther receta shall be taken by eitber 
house; th at notwithstanding the decisions 
and declarations mentioned, the title to office 
of any person declared to be elected Presi­ 
dent or Vice-President, and the title of any 
claimant thereof, may be tried and deter­ 
mined by an action in the nature of quo 
warranto, and action may be brought prior to 
the actual entry or usurpation, and must be 
commenced within ten days after the declara­ 
tion of the election of d.fendant, in the C ir­ 
cuit Court of the U nited States for the dis­ 
trict in which the defendants, or either of 
them reside. 
TUe T en-l>ar Suspension B ill. 
W ashington, 
April 13th. — The House 
Committee on Education and Labor, by a 
strict party vote, instructed Page to report to 
the House his bill to suspend Chinese immi­ 
gration.

A t the time of the explcslon John 
Addison, the engineer, Harrison W aters, 
colored fireman, Andrew Cooper, machinist, 
who had been makiog_ repairs, and Frank 
Kraming, a boy, were in the eDgine-room. 
All were killed except Cooper, and he is not 
expected to live. 
Ia the house 173 King 
street, Georgia Pent/., aged 19, was killed, Ida 
Rosenburg had a leg broken, and Ellen Raw l­ 
ings, acolored eervant, was badly hurt by walls 
falling upon her. 
In the house No. 171 
King Bfceet, Grace Gray, aged 20 years, was 
killed. 
In the yard adjoining the factory 
Abraham H epburn (colored), unloading a 
lam ber wagon, was struck by a flying missile 
and had his skull fractured.

T h e Sew (h ftur.tr B ill. 
W ashington, April 13th.—Follow irg is 
the full text of the r.ew Chinese bill framed 
by Miller, Jones and Page yesterday, and 
which, having been th n morning agreed to 
by a majority of the House Committee on 
Education and Labor, will be offered by Page 
in the House of Representatives next Mou- 
day, with the committee’s recommendation 
for passage under a suspension of the rules : 
A hill to execute certain treaty stipulations relating 
to the Chinese : 
WiiKRVAS, In the opinion t>f the Government of 
the United States the coming of Chinese laborers to 
thi9 country endangers the good order of certain 
lccalities within its territory, therefore 
Be it enacted, etc , That from and after the e \ 
plration of sixty days next after the |*afeU£e of this 
Act, and until the expiration of ten years next after 
the passage of this Act, the coming of Chinese la­ 
borers to the United States bo hereby suspended, 
anil during such suspension it shall not be lawful for 
any Chinese laborer to come, and 1mvine so come, 
after the expiration of the sixty days, to remain 
w ithin the United States. 
Sec. 2 That any master of any vessel, of what­ 
ever nationality, wrhoshall knowingly on such vessel 
bring within the jurisdiction of the United States, 
and permit to be landed, any Chinese laborer from 
any foreign port or place, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and *>n conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a line of not more than &»00 for each 
and every such Chinese laborer so brought, and 
may be also imprisoned for a term not exceeding 
one year. 
fcec. 3. That the two foregoing sections shall not 
>ply to Chinese laborers who w oe in the United 
States on the 17th day of November, 1880, or who 
shall have come int** the name before thfc expiration 
of sixty days next after the passage of this Act, and 
who shall produce to such master, before going on 
board 
such 
vessel, and shall 
produce to the 
Collector of the port in the United States at which 
such vessel shall arrive, the evidence hereinafter 
by 
this 
Act required 
of his being one of 
the labor» rs in thi< section mentioned ; nor .shall 
the two foregoing sections apply to the ease of any 
master whose vessel, being bound to a port not 
within the United States, f*hall come within the

TH2 PATIENT ENDURANCE OF ABUSES, 
Whoever has followed the evidence in 
the trial of Captain Sparks, of the ship 
Gatherer, now proceeding at San Francis­ 
co, must have expressed a feeling of won­ 
der at the patient endurance of the crew of 
that vessel. 
For it appears that all 
through the long voyage from Antwerp to 
San Francisco these men were beiug beat­ 
en, kicked and abused by two of the 
mates, so continuously that there seems to 
have been scarcely any intermission in the 
ill-treatment. 
So intolerable did this 
ceaseless brutality become that two of the 
crew jumped overboard to escape it. Of 
the others, one poor boy Euflered the loss 
of his eyesight, and a seaman had his ncse 
broken. 
The deliberate cruelty of the 
mates is Bhown in the fact that when once 
they had established a sore place on one of 
their victims they always struck him there 
afterwards. Thus the man whose nose had 
been broken was every day struck on the 
injured organ, so that his face was con­ 
tinually swollen, so that he suffered per 
petual agony, and so that it will now be 
necessary to excise the bones of the nose, 
which have been completely destroyed. 
And these are but small incidents in the 
long catalogue of atrocities perpetrated by 
the two mates with the sanction of the 
captain. It is in evidence that night and 
day the ship resounded with the cries of 
men who were being brutally beaten, and 
that there was scarcely ever a time when 
blood could not be seen on some part of 
the deck. Now, here were twenty-five 
able-bodied men who allowed two bullies 
to abuse and maltreat them for several 
months, and never made the least attempt 
to defend or relieve themselves. Why did 
the crew not unite, fall upon their tyrants, 
and lling them overboard ? It may be said 
that the fear of the consequences restrained 
them. 
But it would have been easy 
enough for them to have escaped those 
consequences by taking the ship to some 
out-of-the-way place, and there leaving 
her. Such things have been done before, 
and the men who thus avenged themselves 
upon their persecutors have succeeded in 
evading punishment. 
W hat was it, then, that so cowed these 
twenty-five men as to make them the 
helpless prey of two ruffians whom they 
could have overpowered at any time 
Partly no doubt the want of leadership 
and organization, but mainly that habit of 
endurance which makes men bear even the 
worst abuses with a patience which often 
seems incomprehensible. The truth is that 
as a rule men do not rise against oppression 
of any kind until it has almost destroyed 
them. It is not until they become con­ 
vinced that the worst that can result from 
the failure of their uprising cannot surpass 
the evils they are suffering, that they are 
ready for the attempt. History is full of 
records of revolution and insurrection, but 
most historians have failed to trace the 
slow growth of the rebellious movement, 
or have noted the amazing patience of op­ 
pressed peoples, and their reluctance to 
take the final plunge. So true is it that 
we all would “ rather bear the ills we have, 
“ than fly to others that we know not of.” 
W hat the people of France endured for 
centuries before they rose in cpen resist­ 
ance, has probably not yet been adequately 
described. W hat Rome endured under the 
Empire ; what the Grecian republics en­ 
dured during the social wars; what the Irish 
endured during the anti-C3tholic crusade ; 
what the Netherlands endured under Alva ; 
what the French Huguenots and the Scot­ 
tish Covenanters suffered ; what the Moors 
endured at the hands of Spain ; is but 
faintly reflected in history. In all these 
cases the extent of the patient suffering of 
abases was undoubtedly out of all propor- 
sion to the magnitude of the evils to be 
feared from an uprising ; yet the apprehen­ 
sion of those evils sufficed to prevent any 
movement for self-protcction for long 
periods. 
It Í3 also true that organization and 
discipline exercise a terrible restraining 
influence over the masses of men. Iu the 
higher stages of civilization a few scat­ 
tered policemen are sufficient to guard 
scores of millions of property, and to over­ 
awe professional crime and turbulence. In 
such a case as that of the Gatherer the 
mere tradition of official authority proved 
enough to paralyze the hands of every man 
on board. There they were, out upon the 
broad ocean, beyond the reach of any pro­ 
cess of Court, or Constable, or military 
authority ; all the physical force at the 
disposal of the crew ; but all the moral 
force in the hands of the captain and 
mates. And so these five-and-twenty men 
were powerless to save themselves from 
their persecutors, and so they patiently 
endured outrages which would have justi­ 
fied them, at any stage of the voyage, in 
killing the mates and taking possession of 
the ship. It is, however, through the 
contemplation of cases such as this that 
we may learn how difficult the struggle 
for liberty has been, and why it has occu­ 
pied so many centuries. The natural ten­ 
dency of the masses is to tolerate much. 
Thankful if they can obtain the means of 
subsistence, absorbed in the material and 
sordid conflict of existence, they willingly 
abandon all external efforts after greater 
freedom, and patiently bear the burdens 
placed upon them by the minority, who, 
through accident, force or fraud, have ac­ 
quired ascendancy and position. 
And as time passes the habits of sub­ 
mission become stronger, even though the 
burdens may increase, and the ruling mi­ 
nority come to be regarded as a separate 
race, not snbject to the general ills and 
misfortunes. It requires many genera­ 
tions of mÍ8government and suffering to pave 
the way for one of those volcanic outbursts 
which shatter the edifices of tyranny to 
their foundations, and thus clear the way 
for more liberal and enlightened institu­ 
tions. It is not every man who can tell 
where the line shall be drawn between 
just submission to legitimate authority and 
craven submission to tyranny. The Gath­ 
erer crew thought there was no help for 
them but in endurance. We hold them to 
have been mistaken. No Courts could give 
them redress for such wrongs as they were 
exposed to. Toleration under such oondi- 
tions is not permissible. They should have 
risen and struck down the villains who 
were abusing them. Such mutinies are 
needed, and we say it deliberately. Pas­ 
sive endurance of cruelty that drives men 
to suicide is ordained by no law, hnman or 
divine. And had the victims of the Gath­ 
erer realized this, their case might have 
operated as a reform in our merchant ma­ 
rine, instead of showing how utterly dia- 
proportioued the penalties of the law are 
to such crimes as Captain Sparks and his 
brutal mates have committed. 


TEE BEW CHINESE BILL. 
Senator Miller’s new Chinese bill, with 
a ten-year suspensory provision, appears, 
from the account of it furnished by tele­ 
graph, to be in every respect but that of 
the time limit, as effective as that which 
the President vetoed. 
Indeed it is bo 
strong a bill that unless the President is 
prepared to abandon some of the ground 


tiken by him in his veto message, he is 
hardly likely to accept it. 
For it is 
evident that he is now supported so 
strongly by Eastern sentiment on this sub­ 
ject that to sign a restrictive measure of 
any kind he must encounter the risk of 
offending those for whose good opinion he 
evidently cares the most. The situation 
is certainly not particularly reassuring, 
but it must not be lost sight of that there 
is plenty of time for the passage of a ten. 
year bill, and that it would be folly 
to abandon all hope of its enactment 
before it ha3 failed. The changes intro­ 
duced to the new bill in regard to the pass­ 
port and registration system appear to 
be well considered. The original pro­ 
visions were not a little crude, and they 
were certainly open to the imputation of 
being in contravention of the “ most 
“ favored nation” clause of the treaty with 
China. It is very hard to make the gener­ 
ality of people understand how this clause 
operates to prevent the adoption of dis­ 
criminating enactments of any kind against 
the Chinese, and it is somewhat singular 
that our Senators and Representatives 
should have overlooked the fact that they 
were running counter to it. The plain 
fact is that so long as that clause stands in 
the treaty it will be impossible to deny 
to the Chinese any rights or privileges 
which we concede to any other nation 
with which we have treaty relations. If 
this was fully understood many people 
would save time and trouble which is now 
thrown away in devising all manner of 
impracticable methods of harrassiDg the 
Chinaman. 
The fatal defect of all our 
treaty relations with China, however, is 
that we have agreed to treat her from the 
civilized standpoint, without insisting upon 
being treated by her in the same way. Amer­ 
ican citizens in China neither enjoy nor can 
claim, anything like the same rights which 
have been extended to Chinese subjects in 
America. If our diplomats had from the 
first applied their own rules and mode of 
intercourse to the C riñese, the Chinese 
question never could have assumed the 
proportions it has, nor could the Chinese 
Government have objected to such an 
arrangement. But by conceding to the 
Chinese privileges which the latter will not 
concede to us, we have only confirmed the 
Chinese Government in the belief that we 
are their inferiors, and that, what is more, 
we humbly recognize the fact. If the 
Chinese were only restricted in the United 
States precisely as the Americans are in 
China, all the existing difficulties would 
solve themselves, and such an arrangement 
would have no effect at all upon our com­ 
merce with that country. 


INCONSISTENT PROTEC IIONISTS. 


PAC FIG SLOPE. 


It is a curious fact that the Eastern Pro­ 
tectionists, while declaiming against com­ 
petition with “ the pauper labor of Eu- 
“ rope,” and upholding the tariff as a 
barrier against that competition, have 
never objected to the free importation of 
that “ pauper labor,” and the consequent 
bringing of the very competition they 
affect to dread, to the doors of the Ameri­ 
can workingman. 
These same Eastern 
Protectionists, moreover, while with one 
breath they declare their loyalty to 
“ home industry,” and their earnest desire 
to guard American Libor, yet have ranged 
themselves as if by instinct in line with 
the advocates of unrestrained Chinese im­ 
migration. Hero is a labor element which 
is far more formidable than the “ pauper 
“ labor” of Europe, and which has al­ 
ready driven the American workingman from 
his vantage ground. Yet the hypocritical 
Protectionists are in favor of bringing 
any amount to this country, and they de­ 
nounce every attempt to restrain it. From 
this one fact the value and the consistency 
of their professions may be gathered. They 
pretend to be opposed to introducing 
the products of cheap labor, yet they 
welcome the cheap labor itself. 
They 
are horribly afraid of competition on the 
other side of the A tlantic; but they 
approve of a far hotter competition on 
American soil. They will fight, tooth and 
nail, to keep out the cotton and the 
hardware made by English mechanics who 
earn as much or more wages than those of 
Boston and Lowell ; but they are ready to 
assist in the free immigration of Chinese 
who will work for fifty cents a day at any 
manufacture, and will take the bread 
directly out of the mouths of American 
men and women. In the face of such 
damning proof of the utter fraudulence and 
insincerity of the Protectionists, it Í3 not a 
little surprising that Californians should 
be willing to support the doctrines they 
profess. It is perfectly apparent that they- 
have no other motive than the acquisition 
of gain at the expense of their neighbors, 
and we have no doubt whatever that unless 
Chinese immigration is abolished soon 
these same humbugs will be running their 
mills and factories with Chinese labor, 
and at the same time clamoring for more 
“ protection,” in the name of “ American 
Labor.” Perhaps some of our esteemed 
contemporaries on the other side of the 
Rocky Mountains will ponder this situa­ 
tion, and see what possible or plausible 
explanation can be made of it from the 
Protectionist standpoint. 


THE ‘TRIBUNE’S” SUGGESTION. 
The Chicago Tribune proposes that Cal- 
fornia should send all her Chinese to New 
York and Boston, and thinks that the State 
could well afford to spend half a million 
dollars in providing them with free trans­ 
portation to the East. Perhaps the scheme 
might be a profitable one were it prac­ 
ticable, but it is not practicable. 
The Chinaman knows perfectly well 
where he is well off. He is not ignorant 
of the fact that wages are higher here than 
at tho East, and that competition is less 
fierce. It would therefore be impossible to 
persuade him to go to New York or Boston, 
and as of course it would be out of the 
question to employ any other means thán 
persuasion, we should have our labor for 
our pains. No doubt a solid immigration 
of Chinese would tend to educate our Eist- 
era friends much more rapidly and thoi- 
ougly than aay other influence can, but it 
will have to be a natural and voluntary im­ 
migration, an 1 that is not at all likely to oc­ 
cur, as the case stands. This is the China­ 
man's Paradise, and it would take a Brigade 
of Angels with Flaming Swords to drive 
him oat of it. 


An article la the “ Popular Science Monthly ” 
treats the Chinese question as a sociological study. 
It bolds that the union ot the civilizations of China 
and America, which differ as the races differ, would 
produce a society with parts so fundamentally an­ 
tagonistic that permanent national existence—for 
which homogeneity is necessary—would be impos­ 
sible. 
*• Tup new liquor law that has just passed the 
Legislature of Ohio iir poses a license of 8300 upon 
the saloon business in all cities of the first-class, and 
requires heavy bonds.” Leading saloon-keepers ill 
Sacramento have originated, and arc now urging the 
idea of a 8100 a month license in this city, in order 
to close up the dives and low places.

THE LAN3ING OBSEQUIES. 


The funeral of the late Jam es Lansing 
took place at 2 o clock yesterday afternoon. 
I t 
was 
conducted 
under 
the 
auspices 
of the various Orders of which he had been a 
member. 
The funeral procession was under 
the direction of Ed. AL M artin, acting as 
G rand M arshal. 
The societies were repre­ 
sented as follows : 
Pioneers and ex-Sheriff;, 
G. K . V an Huaen, M arshal; H . M. Larue 
and Jam es M eClatchy pall-baarers, and fifty 
members. Exem pt Firemen, E . I. Robinson, 
M a rsh al; pall-bearers, John Domingos and 
Daniel Brown, and 60 members. 
Chosen 
Friends, W . .T. Anderson, M arshal ; pall­ 
bearers, B. N . Bugbey and G«s.W yman, and 
lOmembers. K nights of Pythias, S. A. Wolfe, 
M a rsh a l; pall-bearers, John G uthrie and 
W m. E , Oughton, and 45 members. 
Capital 
Lodge, No. 87, of 
Odd 
Fellows, A lbert 
H art, M arsha!; W illiam E Gerbar and J.

Following the so­ 
cieties 
were 103 carriages 
and 
hacks. 
The 
procession 
was 
forty 
minutes 
in passing a given point, and was one 
of the largest ever 
seen 
in the city. 
The body was taken from the hotel to the 
Congregational Church, where religious ser­ 
vices were he'd by the Rev. I. E. Dwinell. 
The spacious edifice was crowded to such an 
extent th at m any could not gain admittance, 
and the Btreets for two blocks distant were 
crowded during the time the funeral sermon 
was being delivered. 
The fl->ral tributes were 
numerous and beautiful; and after the close 
of the religious exerciseB at the church an 
opportunity was given all who so desired to 
take their laBl look at the remains. 
From 
the church to the grave the procession was 
preceded by the F irst A rtillery band. 
The 
services a t the cemetery were conducted by 
the various soaieties to which deceased had 
belonged. 
The following is a synopsis of the 
funeral discourse 
delivered by Rev. Dr. 
Dwinell ai the ch u rch : 
The com m uuity is shocked. 
An honored citizen, 
w ithout warning, lias been stricken down by the 
hand of violence. 
In every death there is a special 
ie6Son. 
No two deaths m ean the same thing, as no 
two lives mean the same. 
One calls attention par­ 
ticularly to our m ortality ; another to our de|>eud- 
ence on God : another to the brevity of life ; an­ 
other to the blessedness of death in claiming a long 
and ripe life and transferring it to a better world ; 
another to the heritago of death, into which we are 
all bom , as in the case of the death of a babe ; an­ 
other to society conditions. 
This death points spe­ 
cially to social conditions ; it is & death from social 
causes. 
We should try to get the lesson of each 
death. 
W hat Providence would teach us we should 
try to learn. 
If this 
death points to social 
causes, we should not shrink from an investigation 
of those causes. 
Is not society in some sense to 
blame for this great sorrow. 
While nothing may be 
said in extenuation of the guilt of the wicked man 
who perpetrated the deed, it is nevertheless true 
th at theex'stence of certain social cruses had much 
to do in working upon his passions, and transform ­ 
ing him into the demon he proved himself to be. 
Such deeds are the outcome of social conditions. 
Society is responsible for certain conditions which 
lire the human brain, influence the passions and 
m ake men madmen. Society is responsible for giv­ 
ing more attention to supplying men and boys with 
knowledge and skill of wea|x>ns that may be used 
for mischief, rather than true wisdom and proper 
training 
to 
m ake 
them 
good 
and 
useful 
citiiens. 
Society 
has 
done 
far 
more 
to 
m ake men powerful than to m aka them good. 
It puts pistols in their hands, not conscience in their 
manhood, and the fruits m ust follow. Society makes 
good and wholesome laws, then teaehe3 men w ho 
do not like such laws to disregard them ; teaches 
them to treat the law as having no binding force if 
clamorous public sentim ent looks with disiavorupon 
its cxecutiou. 
It follows th at an increase of crime 
is inevitable, and the condition of society becomes 
intolerable, 
Society is specially lax on questi >ns in­ 
volving capital punishm ent. 
It lets moat m urderers 
go free. W hat w ith the pretext of self-defense, emo­ 
tional insanity, and the benefit of the doubt, nearly 
ninety-four per cent of al! j ersoi.s tried for m ur­ 
der in California have escaped a proper penalty, and 
the lesset part escapes conviction altogether, so 
th at it seems safer to commit a m urder t han to steal 
u sheep. 
Jam es Lansing was in the vigor of Ins 
manhood. Only a short time since he w-as good for 
tw enty years lease of life, 
lie had been honored 
w ith im portant public trusts in this county, and dis­ 
charged his duties without a stain or a suspicion. 
He was a man of sterling integrity and trustw orthi­ 
ness ; a man of o-cn, generous nature. 
Many per 
sons can recaii his acts of unlooked-for generosity. 
I can [lersonally testify to this characteristic. 
He 
was a good husband' and father. 
I commend the 
family and all friends and acquaintances to tte 
watch ami care and grace of God. 


HALL 
OF 
RECORDS. 


This building, commenced one year ago, 
is now completed. 
I t will be open !o- 
day and to-morrow for 
tho 
inspection 
of the public from the hour of 10 A. M. to 
4 p. m. 
The A uditor’s room in size is 35 by 
55, and the hight to the ceiling in the clear 
Btory is 38 feet. 
The Bhelf room for books 
exceeds th at in the Oakland lia ll of Records. 
The County Treasurer’s room, on the right- 
hand side of the raaiu entrance on the first 
floor, in size is 12 by 18, lighted by six win­ 
dows, has cemented floor, corrugated iron 
csiling. Urge fixed vault and many conveni­ 
ences. 
The room on the left side of the main 
entrance on the first floor is finished similarly 
to the Treasurer’s office and lighted with four 
windows. 
The Supervisors’ room occupies 
the rear portion of the building on the first 
floor, 21 by 35, and the higfct of ceiling is 14.\ 
feet* 
The room is lighted with eight win­ 
dows. ha3 a large fireplace with grate and 
marble mantel, iron vault for books, etc., an i 
is finished in the same style as the Treasurer’s 
office. 
The frescoing in the Auditor’s and 
Recorder’s office is in moderq style. 
The 
balcony is formed entirely of iron, with 
a rich and very tasteful railing composed of 
gaspipe and cast-iron orn orientation. 
Tr.e 
ornaments and railings are gilded and painted 
in red and black, which give it quite an Ori­ 
ental effect. 
Tho inside shutters to all of the 
openings are of corrugated steel, operated by 
a spiral spring. 
The exterior of the build­ 
ing presents a handsome appearance. 
The 
building is c nsidered 
entirely fire-proof. 
There has been only 81,500 spent on the 
wood-work of the entire structure, as against 
85,500 expended on the wood-work of the 
H all of Records of Oakland, which is also 
considered fire-proof. 
There are three steam 
radiators in the Auditor’s office. 
The light 
is good and easily regulated, as is also the 
ventilation. 
The corridor connecting the 
second floor of the building with the C ourt­ 
house is constructed entirely of iron, is very 
convenient, handsome, and has a pleasing 
effect. 
The cost of the entire structure foots 
up about $39,000. 
The building is to be re­ 
ceived from the contractors, Carle ft Croiy, 
on M onday next. 
Supervisor Dreman has 
been looking closely after this work since its 
commencement, 
lie has been on the ground 
every day during its entire construction. 


F leadeh N ot G uiltt.—I d Departm ent 
Two of the Superior Court yesterday morn­ 
ing, Judge Denson presiding, Simon Katen, 
the assassin of the late Jam es I-Arising, was 
arraigned on an information of murder pre­ 
sented hy the D istrict Attorney, H . L. Buck­ 
ley. 
The prisoner was brought into Court 
under a guard of D eputy Sheriffs, 
and 
throughout the session of the Court was cool 
and collected, and did not appear to realize 
the situation. 
The Court appointed S. Solon 
H oll counsel for the defendant until such 
timo as he should procure his own counsel. 
W hen the indictm ent was read to the pris­ 
oner and he was called upon to answer the 
charge, he coolly answered “ N ot guilty." 
H is case was then set for trial on Monday, 
the 8th day of M ay. 
The prisoner was then 
remanded to the costody of the Sheriff, Rnd 
was taken back to his iron tank in the County 
Ja il. 
As it was not generally kuown th at the 
prisoner was to be arraigned at th at time, but 
few spectators wore present.

The Principal Folnt3 the A ttorneys Made 
on th e A rgum ent to Set Aside the Com­ 
prom ise. 
Reference was yesterday made to the fact 
th at the railroad tax caees had been argued 
before Superior Judge Denson. 
The county 
of Sacram ento sued the four railroads having 
lines in th ¡3 county for delinquent taxes for 
1881 and 1882. 
The compiaiuts were filed by 
order of the Board of Supervisors by D istrict 
A ttorney H . L. Buckley. 
Subsequently the 
attorney for the companies filed an offer to 
allow judgm ent to be taken in the cases for a 
sum equal to about 60 per cent, of the sum 
claimed to be due on the delinquency. 
The 
D istrict A ttorney went before the Board of 
Supervisors and asked what he Bhould do in 
the m atter. 
The Board asked for his advice, 
and he told it he believed the Board had 
power, undñr the statute authorizing a party 
to settle a suit which it had om m tnced, to 
accspt the offer. 
As to the policy of doing so 
he refused to advise the Board at all, as he 
was not bound to indicate the financial policy 
of the county. 
A t th at moment Deputy A t­ 
torney-General W hite appeared and pro­ 
tested against the Board accepting the offer, 
as part of the delinquency sued for was taxes 
cue the State, and as to that at least tne 
Board, he held, had no right to compromise 
for less than the full amount, and for that 
amount the State would hold the county re­ 
sponsible. 
H e also advised the Board that it 
had not the power to compromise at all. i he 
D istrict A ttorney renewed his advice and 
again told the Board that it had the control 
of the suit, and as such plaintiff it could ac­ 
cept any judgment it choose. 
The Board 
thereupon voted to accept the offer to allow 
judgment to be entered, and ordered the Dis­ 
trict A ttorney to have it entered accordingly. 
This action was based on the ground th at it 
was an act of financial wisdom and sound 
policy in county administration, and th at the 
sum to be received was more than the Board 
had originally and in former years adjudged 
as just for the roads to pay as taxes ; th at the 
assessed valuation of the road beds, right of 
way and rollii^gstock, as made by the State 
Board of Equalization, was excessive and 
unjust, and that to collect what was offered 
to be paid was to receive a fair and proper 
sum ; and th at as the m atter was in litigation 
the county might not get to the end of its 
lawsuits for years,, and might even then be 
defeated, and meanwhile have to pay out 
money on the suits and interest on warrants 
th at could not be paid until the county re­ 
ceived its money due for taxes. 
These were 
the views expressed by the m ajority of the 
Board as moving it to its act. 
The same day 
the attorney for the railroads was informed of 
the acceptance of the offer, and the judgments 
being entered, next day the companies paid in to 
the D istrict A ttorney the money, and he en­ 
tered satisfaction of the judgments. 
On that 
day, prior to the satisfaction being entered, 
the Deputy Attorney-General, on oral motion, 
procured an order of Court, directed to tf e 
clerk, commanding him to stay all further pro­ 
ceedings in the case until the further order 
of the Court. 
This order was not served on 
M r. Buckley, but as he was entering the 
satisfaction, he was told there was such an 
order ; but he did not consider his acknowl­ 
edgment of satisfaction as a “ proceeding,” 
and he so made reply on being arraigned to 
answer for contempt, from which the Court 
discharged him, as it appeared he had no in­ 
tention to disobey any order of Court. 
In 
the meantime, and on the day of the entry of 
satisfaction, but after it, and after the pay­ 
m ent of the money, the Attorney-General, 
A. L. H art, served on the D istrict A ttorney 
a notice th at he assumed control of the cases, 
and notifying him not to further proceed in 
the case?. 
The next step was a motion 
made to the 
Court 
to set 
aside the 
entry of 
satisfaction, such motion being 
made by the Attorney-General, and based on 
affidavits filed, setting out w hat he claimed 
to be the facts. 
These were replied to by the 
D istrict A ttorney and by T. B. M cFarland, 
the attorneys for the defendants in tho cases, 
in affidavits, reciting their history of the case. 
The m aterial issue between the affidavits was 
only as to whether the satisfaction wr.B en­ 
tered! after the order of Court, and as to 
whether steps were taken by the D istrict 
A ttorney after notice of the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral of his assumption of authority in the 
eases. 
These issues, however, were not de­ 
bated on the hearing of the motion, and the 
true facts are as set forth herein, as shown by 
the record, and the statem ents of parties con­ 
cerned, and the reporter’s note book. 
Tues­ 
day evening the motion came on for argu­ 
ment. 
Attorney-General H art made, in the course 
of a two hours’ argument, and over these 
points, which constitute the basis of his po­ 
sition : 
1. The Attorney-General has, under the 
Btatute, supervisory piower over the D istrict 
A ttorneys in the State, and ba3 tho right 
to inteifere ia this case as a consequence. 
The State is interested in the ceses, and as 
its chief law officer he had therefore the 
right to appear. 
H e read the statutory pro­ 
visions bearing on the subject. 
2. The Constitution vests in the State 
Board of Equalization sole power, without 
appeal 5or review, to assess railroads, as to 
cert sin of their property, that tun through or 
into two or more counties. 
3. This being so, no pi .wer exists, direct or 
indirect, to change such assessment, other 
systems being provided for bylaw , hut this 
system cf assessment being provided for by 
the organic Act. 
4. The Supreme Court, in the W ells Fargo 
case, held th at the State Board has the power 
to make such assessment, and th at there ex­ 
ists no authority to gainsay it. 
Thus tho 
State Board is recognized as a distinct branch 
of our constitutional government. 
5. The compromise in thess cases was an 
indirect way of undoing the act of the State 
Board. 
I t became an assessing power in 
itself, and th at does not reside in the Board 
of Su oervisors. 
If the Supervisors can re­ 
duce 40 pier cent., they can 90 per cent., or 
the whole amount. 
6 One who applies for the abatement of a 
tax must apply to the constitutional author­ 
ity having the power to abate. 
7. Final power in this m atter must reside 
somewhere, and the people have seen fit to 
repose it in the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion. 
As to the integrity of that body, or the 
justico or fairness of its acts, the Attorney- 
General has nothing to do. 
He must do his 
utm ost to enforce the law, and believing it to 
be his doty in this case, he will doeo. 
8. The Constitution (Section 10, Article 
XL.) provides that there shall be no reduc­ 
tion or commutation in any f irm whatever of 
any tax. 
T hat prohibits utterly any abate­ 
m ent of this tax and stands directly in the 
face of this compromise. 
9. To uphold this compromise is to destroy 
the uniformity of the system of taxation and 
increase the tax burdens of one part of the 
people. 
10. I t is the dnty of the Court, when in­ 
formed—no m atter whether by the Attorney- 
G ineral or some other person — that the judg­ 
ments herein are illegal and unconstitutional, 
to set them aside and rebuke the usurpation 
of the Board of Supervisóla. _ 
11. The power of the D istrict A ttorney is 
a limited one, SDd he has no piower to com­ 
promise tax suits. 
Tax suits are not of the 
class th at can be compromised by acceptance 
of offer to allow judgment. 
Judge T. B. M cFarland, for the judgment 
debtors—the four railroad compianies—replied 
to Mr. H art, and made these points : 
1. There is no constitutional question be­ 
fore the Court. 
I t is simply a question of 
practice. 
I t is not a question as to whether 
District A ttorney Buckley has overthrown 
the Constitution, or as to who shall recon­ 
struct its shattered columns. 
_ 
_ 
2. Sacramento county brought eight actions 
to recover money for taxes of four_ railroad 
companies. 
The defendants being in Court 
thereby, under the statute providing for it, 
filed an offer to allow judgm ent for a given 
sum to be entered up. The attorney for plain­ 
tiff filed an acceptance, and the judgments 
were entered up. 
Tho money was the next 
day paid over and the satisfaction of judg­ 
m ent made. 
Now this motion is to set aside 
th at satisfaction. 
Satisfaction is mere evi­ 
dence of payment, like a receipt. 
I t would 
have made no difference if it had not been 
made. 
The paym ent can be proven outside 
of it if need be. 
. 
3. Defendant has nothing to do with the 
authorization of the plaintiff’s attorney by 
his client, nor as to the motives that induced 
them to direct him to accept the offer of de­ 
fendants. 
_ _ 
4. These snits are ordinary civil suits, aud 
the practice ia them is under the Code of 
Civil Procedure. 
T hat code says tho offer to 
allow judgm ent may he made, and that, if 
accepted, the Cierk shall enter up judgment. 
It is a statute in discouragement of litigation, 
which is the highest policy of the law. 
_ 5. But hern comes A. L. H art, whether he 
is Attorney General or A. L H art alone, 
makes no difference, and intrudes into a case 
where he is not of record, and assumes to 
control the policy of the plaintiff, whom he 
cannot and does not represent, and who_ Í9 
here agreeing with the defendant as to bis in­ 
trusion, while M r. H art insists upon doubtful 
litigation going cn th at both parties are 
agreed shall cease.' 
The Court can’t see 
Mr. H art, for he is not in the case. 
W hy, 
probably he will want to set aside the judg­ 
ment, and still keep the money. 
Mr. H art—T hat’s just w hat I propose to do. 
Judge M cFarland—No Court will set aside 
a judgm ent and not put the parties in statu 
quo, ante bellum. 
6. Defendants’ counsel never advised the 
compromise. 
Counsel wag too well satisfied 
th at defendants will wiu on their equities. 
B ut they did compromise, cud now th at the 
money is in the treasury, Mr. H art dare not 
take it out and take the chances of ever re­ 
covering a penny of it again, 
Authorities 


were here read, th at the statute under which 
the compromise wa3 effected is considered a 
wise one, to check litigation, and to save de­ 
fendants from costs i f suits when the recov­ 
ery is not in excess of the offer etc. 
7. The offer and acceptance and entry of 
judgm ent takes the place of, and has the 
same solemnity, as the verdict of a jury or tie 
finding of a Court, aud will not be set aside 
except for reasons th at would disturb a ver­ 
dict by a jury or a finding by a Court. 
A u­ 
thorities read in support. 
8. Section 473, Code of Civil Procedure, 
provides when a judgm ent may be set aside, 
to wit, when it has been taken through in­ 
advertence. surprise or excusable mistake. 
N either of these causes are set up here. 
They allege fraud, but issues of fraud are not 
to be tried on affidavit?, as every lawyer 
knows. 
9. N either plaintiff nor defendant com­ 
plain. 
B ut even if plaintiff came in com­ 
plaining. it could not set up fraud on such a 
motion as this. 
10. W hile defendant has nothing to do 
with the policy of the Supervisors of Sacra­ 
mento county, and while it cuts no figure in 
the case, yet, ss it has been dragged in, the 
defendants 
say th a t 
the 
acceptance 
of 
their offer was an act of wisdom. 
I t was 
w hat any careful business man would do. 
It 
was good administration. 
Here were doubt­ 
ful claims. 
Those for 18S0 almost beyond all 
question valueless, the others in grave doubt, 
the litigation promising to be well nigh end­ 
less, the defendant resisting at every point, 
but offering to pay the larger part aud cease 
litigation. 
This the county accepts, because 
it is sound financial sense to do so. 
11. B ut the Attorney-General says the Su­ 
pervisors have no power to do as they did, 
and cites a Nevada case. 
There the appeal 
was taken by the attorney of the plaintiff, 
not by a stranger to a record. 
The statute of 
1880 authorizes counties to bring actions for 
delinquent taxes in their own name, and 
whether for county or State taxes or both 
T hat is a clear authority to bring the suit. 
I t makes the county plaintiff w ithout any 
restriction. 
So it has all the powers of any 
plaintiff in Court, and all the control over its 
cases th at any other plaintiff has over its 
cases—power to bring compromise, arbitrate 
or dismiss. 
W hen the Legislature gave that 
authority it did so with a full knowledge of 
all the sections and provisions of the Code of 
Civil Procedure. 
12. But Section 4046 of the Political Code 
gives the Board jurisdiction and power to 
supervise the action of all county officers 
having part in the collection or disbursing of 
the public revenue, and to direct and control 
the prosecution or defense of all suits to 
which the county is a party. 
_ 
13. Now the Legislature, knowing the pow­ 
ers of the Supervisors, having full knowledge 
oftheprovisionsof the Codeo? Civil Procedure, 
passed the A ct of 1880. 
Now, in the face ot 
ail this, where comes in any constitutional 
question ? 
14. B ut if it is to be taken up. consider 
th at the State Board of Equalization is an 
assessor ; th at all citizens except railroad com­ 
panies may appeal—have a hearing as against 
assessments. 
The railroads are the cnly ones 
in the State th at cannot appeal, not even 
against tyrannical power, when the Board 
exercises it. 
W ill the Federal Courts permit 
such a state of affairs ? 
15. If the S tats has any claim for extra 
taxes she can bring her suit for it. 
16. As to the power of the D istrict A t­ 
torney. 
By the code (Sectious 4256-7 of the 
Political Code) he is made the legal adviser 
of the Board of Supervisors—the man to 
whom it is to look for advice in the law. 
Suppose the Board had not employed the 
District A ttorney to briug these suits, but 
had hired an outside attorney to do so, would 
the A ttorney-General claim the right to exer­ 
cise supervisory powers over him ? Certainly 
not. 
17. B ut the supervisory power of the A t­ 
torney-General over D istrict A ttorneys does 
not give him the power to come in aud con­ 
trol a suit brought by the county, and to say 
to a county th at it shall not, or shall, com­ 
promise or dismiss. 
He has no supervisory 
power over the Supervisors, and they brought 
the suits, not the District A ttorney, who is 
but their agent. 
• 18. In 44 Cal. Rep3., 497, the power of the 
Supervisors to compromise a suit brought fcy 
them is declared. 
The Attorney-General replied: 
1. This is not one cf the class of suits th at 
may be compromised. 
“ State and couuty 
taxes,” says the Constitution, “ shall not be 
subject to con promise.” 
2. Supervisory means over, above, and the 
Attorney-General is over and above the Dis­ 
trict A ttorney ; so the latter is subject to the 
former, 
3. The statute siy3 the A ttorney-General 
may assist the D istrict A ttorney. 
So th at 
alone gives the Attorney-General a standing 
in Court in these caíes. 
Judge Denson took the motion under ad­ 
visement, defendant having until the 15th to 
file a brief.

In the Supericr Courtof Sacramento County 
in bank yesterday morning, Grove L. Jo h n ­ 
son 
announced 
the 
death 
of 
W . 
B. 
C. Brown, 
and 
said: 
M ay 
it 
please 
the Court, before proceeding w ith the regular 
business of the Court, it is proper th at the 
attention of the Court should be called to the 
loss which this city, county and State, and 
which the bar of this county has sustained in 
the death of our beloved and honored friend 
and member of the bar, W . B. C. BrowD, of 
Sacramento. 
I have known Mr. Brown for 
seventeen years—from the time I first com­ 
menced to reside in Sacramento. 
I have 
known him as a friend politically and so­ 
cially, I have known him as an enemy politi- 
caUy, and I have mat him in various fields of 
debate—in the forum of the law and in the 
forum of public discussion upon questions of 
politics and business. 
1 have seen him as a 
public officer, I have watched him in his 
course as a man and as a citizen, and I can 
say truthfully of him th at he was a good man 
and a gooid citizen. 
He was honest, courage 
ous, trulhful—honest in the expression if 
his opmi jub aud in m aintaining them ; cour­ 
ageous in 
always presenting th at which 
he deemed to be right, regardless of public 
opiaion a t the tim e ; truthful a t ail times 
and under all circumstances. 
H e served this 
county for two term s as Couuty C lerk ; he 
served the State as Controller ; and during 
the term of his services as a public officer, 
whether of the county or State, the breath 
of scandal was never raised against him. His 
relations as a man were such th at it entitled 
him to the highest ecomiums at the hands of 
everyone—virtuous, pare, truthful, kind and 
loving ; a good father and a kind and affec­ 
tionate husband and an honest and respected 
citizen. 
Of him we well may say : “ H e 
bore without abuse the grand old name of 
gentleman.” As a lawyer his career had but 
opened for him. H e stood upon the threshold 
of brilliant professional 
success. 
Indus­ 
trious, pains-taking, hard-working, eloquent, 
learned aud able. 
H e prepared his cases 
with great care, and waB almost uniformly 
successful. 
Iu public life, as an orator end 
as a mac, he had no rival, and a glorious 
promise of immediate political distinction in 
the State of his adoption lay prominently 
and ready before him. 
H e had, as it were, 
only the present year to reach forth his hand 
and pluck the highest honor in the gif: of the 
people of the S tate of California. 
Cut 
off now 
w ithout 
warning, 
in 
a 
day 
taken 
from 
his 
family, 
from his home, 
from his life-work, 
his 
brilliant future 
destroyed in a moment, we can but mourn 
his loss, we can only offer the feeble homage 
of our love and respect for him, and tender 
to his family cur heartfelt sympathies. 
A s a 
mark of our esteem for him as a friend, ss a 
citizen and a lawyer, I ask th at when this 
Court adj mrns, it be out cf respect to the 
memory of our dead brother, and th at the 
Court appoint a committee of three to draft 
resolutions expressive of our feelings at his 
death. 
L. S. Taylor—I second the motion. 
I sug­ 
gest iu th at connection th at a meeting of the 
Bar be called for to-morrow morning, at 
which resolutions can bo presented and where 
there will be an opportunity for the express­ 
ing of our feelings on the Bubject. 
Judge Clark—I t has been my pleasure to 
know the deceased for twenty-eight or twenty- 
nine years. 
I have known him intim ately 
during that time. 
Intim ate social relations 
have existed between us, and I think I have 
known him thoroughly well. 
A better man 
has scarce ever lived than W . B. O'. Brown. 
He was true in all of the relations of life; ho 
was a steadfast friend ; a faithful public ser- 
vaut and an honest man ; and none better 
and few a3 good citizens are left amoDg us. 
As I approached the Court-house on yester­ 
day morning from my residence I m et the 
deceased on Seventh street. 
1 saw him some 
little time before we met, and I eaw th at he 
was very pale and was suffering from severe 
illness; but upon bis explanation of it, and 
fram his appearance I judged that it was a 
vertigo, which would pass off in a short time, 
aud none wa3 more surprised and grieved to 
hear cf his death on the afternoon of that 
day than 1 was. 
I do not know th at I can 
add anything more ; my feeliDgs do not per­ 
mit me to say much on this occasion. 
Tne 
community will grieve a t fcis death ; they 
have suffered a severe loss, and for one, I 
do not know who will fill his placa. 
Judge Denson—I will but add a word to 
the remarks that have been made by the ecu- 
tlemen at the Bar and by Judge Clark. 
My 
acquaintance w ith the deceased has not been 
so long, but still it has been for a sufficient 
length of time to make us thoroughly r.c 
quainted 
I ha vejbeen intim ately acquainted 
with him for some-fourteen years, and as the 
fruit of th at intim ate acquaintance I can 
heartily inc’or?e ail th at has bren said in rela­ 
tion to his integrity, his honesty, his upright­ 
ness, his general course iu life and hi; marked 
career. 
The motion wiil be sustained, and 
when the Court adjourns for the day the ad­ 
journm ent will be out of respect to the memot y 
of the deceased. 
A comm it'ee of three mem­ 
bers of the B ar will be appointed to report to 
a meeting of the Bar, to lie held a t 9 o’clock 
to-morrow morning iu this room, at which a 
full attendance of the members of the B ar is 
requested. 
The committee will present a re­ 
p rt, a memorial such as will express the 
sentiments of the B ar upon this sad occasion. 
The Court will appoint on th at committee 
Grove L Johnson, W. H . B eatty and A. I*. 
Catlin. 
In the Police Court yesterday morning. 
City A ttorney Anderson also made formal 
ann uncem eat of the death of VV. B. C. 
Brown, and moved an adjournm ent in respect 
to his memory. 
A fter appropriate remarks 
hy tbs City A ttorney, Colonel H enry Starr 
and Judge W . A . Henry, an order waa made 
as petitioned for in the resolution, and the 
Court adjourned without transacting any 
business, 


S a c r a m e n to I n d u s t r i e s —A t the U nicn 
Foundry in this city is being constructed a 
forty-horse power engine for the -E tna Gold 
and Quartz mine, in E l Dorado county. 
A t 
J. A. Cnnningham ’s boiler works, a boiler is 
being made for the fame company, H in ch e; 
in diameter and 14 feet in length. 
The mine 
for which this extensive machinery is being 
built is ia E l Dorado connty, about twelve 
miles north of the town of Plym outh. 
This 
mine is situated in the rich mineral belt th at 
traverses the counties or E l Dorado, Amador 
and Calaveras. 
A ll ot the stock is owned by 
citizsns of this community. 
A correspondent 
states th at this company has a patent from 
the U nited States Government for the land. 
They have erected hoisting works sufficient 
to sink upon their mine to a depth of 1,000 
feet. 
A twenty-stam p mill has been com­ 
pleted, and the whole ia sheltered by good 
and substantial buildings. 
The Bbaft has 
been sunk to a depth of 165 feet. 
A t this 
point is found a ledge nine feet in thickness, 
rich with the precious metal. 
The ledge so 
far has continued to widen as they go down 
upon it, and the richness of the ore also in­ 
creases. 
From the lower level a drift has 
been run 
a distance of 70 feet, which 
discloses 
the 
fact 
th at 
the 
ledge 
is 
not only immense, but immensely rich. This 
Sacramento company have secured for them ­ 
selves ail the water rights necessary for the 
prosecution of their enterprise, and being in 
the midst of a forest, get tbeir wood delivered 
at the mine for §2 per cord. 
The mine was 
examined a few days since by competent ex 
perts, aud their judgm ent was flattering in­ 
deed. 
The assays range all the way from 825 
to SOOO per ton. 
This mine is a psculiar one, 
owing to the great quantity of gold-bearing 
eulphurets carried in the rock. 
A t least one- 
tw entieth of all the ore extracted is sulphnr- 
ets, which are worth 8150 per ton. 
The rock 
or ore in the mine is very s o ft; does not have 
to be blasted, but is all extracted by the use 
of the pick and gad. 
There are only two

JAY_G0ULD. 


Ja y Gonld was born at S tratton’s Falls, 
Dataware county, New York, in the year 
183G. 
His father, John B. Gould, who died 
¡a 1866, and who had been married three 
times, was a well-to-do farm er and small 
storekeeper. 
Young Gould early betrayed 
symptoms of genius and Belf-reliance. W hen 
16 years of age he became a clerk to a Squire 
B arham , at Roxbury, two miles from the 
Falls, who kept a small store. Before he was 
20 years of age he appeared suddenly as a 
full-blown civil engineer, and made a survey 
of Delaware county, a map of which was 
published in 1856, by Collins G. Keeney, of 
17 and 19 Union street, Philadelphia, with 
the words : “ From actual survey by Ja y 
Gould.” 
W hen M r. Gould bid farewell to the home 
of bis youth, he went to Pennsylvania with 
Colonel Zadock P ratt, and started a tannery 
in conjunction with th at gentleman at a place 
named Gouldsboro. 
In 1859 Kir. Gould began to speculate in 
W all street, in railroad stock, and, it is said, 
as a curbstone broker. 
A t th at period his 
means were limited, and his quarters in New 
Y ork 
m rst 
unpretentious. 
He 
neither 
smoked, drank nor gambled, and was always 
on the qui vive for business. 
During the war 
he profited largely by the sale of gold and of 
stocks, and took advantage of every defeat or 
success of the Union army. 
Dong before the 
close of the struggle he was said to be a mill­ 
ionaire. 
Soon after he went into the Erie 
Railroad the corporation owed him §4,000,­ 
000. 
A fter making a great deal of 
money 
through the skillful handling of Erie etock, 
his next successful venture was in the pur­ 
chase of 25,000 shares of Cleveland and P itts­ 
burg, when he improved the road, doubled 
the m arket value of the stock, arid leased the 
property, netting about §1,500,000 profit. In 
1873 he went into Union Pacific, buying a 
vast number of shares at 20, for which he has 
sine 3 realized 95. 
The same gigantic propor­ 
tions and successes have characterized all his 
later ventures also. 
His purchase of an 
enormous amount of W abash at less than 5, 
the rise in the stock, and the buying of an in­ 
credible amount of Kansas and Texas, at a 
figure which has doubled up into a profit six­ 
fold greater than the pricn he paid, has netted 
him many additional miilions. 
All through 
1876, and up to the close of 1878, he had been 
purchasing large lines of the low-price stocks, 
which, as if by magic, began to rise in value 
the moment he touched them. 
His wealth 
m ust be very great—some say upwards of 
$60,000,000. 
M r. Gould’s share in what is termed the 
“ gold conspiracy,” or the famous “ Black 
F riday,” and his adroit antagonism with the 
late Commodore Vanderbilt, when the latter 
was endeavoring to cripple Erie, are too well 
known to need more than a passing notice. 
From the enormous amount of telegraph and 
railroad stock he controls, he can, at any mo­ 
ment, all but ruin competing lines by forcing 
low rates, or can tax the public beyond en­ 
durance, by insisting on high ones. He is one 
of the few men who never make a false 
move, and who consequently never lose.
